S upper , Where they were paſſing merry , no chear wanting, 
wine enough. mulick playing : the night gꝛowing on, e being upon 
departure, thoy call foz2 a reckoning. George ſwears there is net a 
penny foʒ them to pay. T hex, being men of good faſhion. by no means 
will veild unto it, but every man thꝛows down his mony, ſome ten 
chillings, ſome five, ſome moze : pꝛoteſting ſomething they will pay.
